"  To  test  the  '  Homiletical  Index,'  I  took  down  from  my  library  four  works — DwighVs  Theology, 
BarroiiPs  Works,  Howe's  Works,  and  SoutKs  Sermons.  I  selected  from  the  first,  '  The  Soul  of  Man  not 
Material ; '  from  the  second,  '  The  Being  of  God  Proved  from  the  Frame  of  Xature ; '  from  the  third, 
'  Afflictions,  Improvement  of,  Desired ; '  from  the  fourth,  '  The  Creation  of  Man  in  God's  Image.'  I  readily 
found  the  first  three  discourses,  but  had  difficulty  with  the  fourth,  owing  to  a  defect  in  the  '  General 
Index'  appended  to  the  last  volume.  My  conclusion  is  that  your  'Homiletical  Index'  will  be  a  valuable 
guide  to  special  topics,  where  the  indexes  are  tolerably  full  and  accurate.*

*  N.  B. — It  should  be  observed  that  it  is  not  the  design  of  the  "Alphabetical  Topical  Index  "  to  refer  directly  to  authors 
and  their  works,  hut  simply  to  the  "  Textual  Index,"  to  which  it  is  complementary,  where  the  references  are  more  definite. 
Let  the  reader,  therefore,  on  finding  any  theme  in  the  "Alphabetical  Index,"  not  expect  to  find  his  references  here,  but  let 
him  turn  to  the  text  in  the  other  "  Index"  for  them.  It  is  hoped  that  the  references  there  are  sufficiently  expUcit.  To  have 
given  them  more  at  length — referring  to  page,  or  even  to  volume,  excepting  where  there  are  several— would  have  added 
much  to  the  size  and  complexity  of  this  work,  without  any  corresponding  advantage;  for  every  work  has  its  own  table  of 
contents.  But,  what  is  more,  it  would  often  have  tended  only  to  confusion,  as  no  uniformity  as  to  paging,  nor  as  to  the 
number  of  volumes,  is  observed  in  the  various  editions  of  these  works.

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PREFACE. 


The  design  and  use  of  this  manual  will  be  sufficiently  obvious  without  any 
explanation.  It  is  intended  to  supply  a  need  which  every  Bible  scholar  has 
felt,  and  which,  it  is  believed,  has  never  been  adequately  met. 

The  undertaking  had  its  origin  in  the  personal  wants  of  the  compiler.  He 
found  early  in  his  ministry,  after  having  collected  a  considerable  number  of 
volumes  of  a  homiletieal  character,  that  they  were  likely  to  prove  of  little  ser- 
vice to  him  simply  for  the  want  of  an  appropriate  index  to  them  as  a  whole. 
The  collection  seemed  to  him  like  a  vast  cyclopaedia  of  sacred  literature  fuU  of 
valuable  thoughts,  suggestions,  and  illustrations,  but  without  any  such  classi- 
fication and  arrangement  of  text  and  topics  as  to  enable  him  to  find  what  he 
might  want  when  he  wanted  it,  without  costing  him  more  time  and  trouble 
than  it  would  be  worth. 

He  endeavored  to  supply  this  lack  by  making  an  index  of  his  study-Bible 

to  whatever  he  had  in  his  library  touching  any  particular  portion  of  Scripture. 

Over  against  every  such  passage,  in  the  margin,  he  made  a  note  of  reference 

to  the  volume  in  which  the  discourse,  comment,  or  illustration  might  be  found. 

This  he  continued  to  do  as  new  volumes  were  added,  until  the  whole  Bible 

from  Genesis  to  Revelation  was  filled  with  such  references,  and  had  become 

practically  an  immense  homiletieal  commentary  in  a  condensed  form ;  for  he 

had  only  to  turn  to  any  passage  in  his  study-Bible  to  learn  just  what  he  had 

in  his  library  on  that  passage,  and  in  which  of  its  many  scattered  volumes  he 

might  find  it. 

This  plan  has  proved  so  convenient  to  himself,  that  he  has  thought  he 
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might  render  a  valuable  service  to  his  ministerial  brethren  and  to  others  by 
the  preparation  of  a  manual  which  should  embrace  all  the  more  important 
passages  of  Scripture,  and  in  which  the  original  plan  should  be  so  extended 
as  to  make  it  a  key  or  index  not  only  to  every  man's  own  collection,  but  to 
homiletical  literature  in  general. 

To  give  it  greater  completeness  and  value,  he  has  added — what  could  not 
be  done  in  the  margin  of  a  Bible — a  separate  alphabetical  arrangement  of  these 
and  many  other  themes  and  topics ;  in  this  way  supplying  a  topical  index  of 
the  Scriptures,  with  this  advantage  over  any  other  he  had  ever  seen,  that  the 
topics  are  more  specific  and  definite,  and  not  only  the  texts  on  which  they  are 
founded  are  quoted,  but  the  authors  who  have  used  them  under  their  various 
phases  are  also  cited. 

It  was  proposed,  in  the  outset,  to  embrace  the  whole  range  of  homiletical 
literature,  ancient  and  modern,  quoting  in  full  every  Scripture  passage  used  as 
a  text  for  a  discourse,  and  also,  in  order  to  give  the  compilation  greater  com- 
pleteness, to  prefix  to  every  chapter,  book,  and  other  larger  divisions  of  the 
Bible,  a  carefully-selected  list  of  commentaries,  notes,  lectures,  and  other 
works  on  that  portion,  and,  to  the  whole,  a  list  of  works  on  the  Bible  in  gen- 
eral. But,  after  having  collected  and  arranged  a  large  part  of  the  material,  it 
became  evident  that  to  fully  carry  out  this  design  would  so  increase  the  size  of 
the  volume  as  to  put  it  out  of  the  reach  of  the  great  majority  of  those  for  whom 
it  was  intended,  and  practically  defeat,  in  a  great  measure,  the  object  of  its 
preparation.  It  seemed  better,  both  to  the  compiler  and  to  judicious  clerical 
brethren  who  kindly  gave  their  advice,  to  sacrifice  completeness  to  utility,  and 
to  throw  aside  much  that  had  been  laboriously  gathered,  to  strike  out  entirely 
the  prefatory  lists  of  general  and  expository  works,  and  to  exclude  from  the 
index  references  to  discourses  ephemeral  in  their  character  or  form,  as  well  as 
those  that  are  rare  and  difficult  to  be  found.* 

*  A  somewhat  full  though  condensed  list  of  Biblical  works  in  general,  embracing  many  hundred 
names  and  titles,  for  which  no  place  was  found  in  the  body  of  this  work,  may  be  found  in  Appendix 
rV.  at  the  end  of  the  volume. 
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There  are  many  himdreds  of  volumes  of  good  old  sermons  reposing  in  dust 
and  obscurity  upon  the  shelves  of  our  larger  public  libraries,  and  only  to  be 
found  there,  or,  by  chance,  occasionally  in  private  collections  that  have  come 
down  as  heirlooms  from  a  former  generation.  The  memory  of  the  authors  of 
many  of  these  volumes  is  still  fragrant  in  the  Church,  but  the  preachers  them- 
selves have  fulfilled  their  mission  and  gone  to  their  reward.  "  They  rest  from 
their  labors,  and  their  works  do  follow  them."  It  has  been  thought  best  to 
refer  to  only  such  of  them  as  are  of  such  extraordinary  merit  as  to  be  regarded 
as  standard  works  and  of  permanent  value,  and  are,  therefore,  still  in  the 
market. 

It  has  not  been  thought  worth  while  to  cumber  the  volume  with  references 
to  sketches  and  skeletons  of  sermons  and  fragmentary  discourses — excepting  in 
a  few  instances  where  they  are  bound  up  with  discourses  of  permanent  value. 
Nor  does  the  plan  of  this  index  admit  of  noticing  sermons  destitute  of  topical 
captions,  or  of  essays  which  were  evidently  first  preached  as  sermons  and  after- 
.  ward  printed  under  various  fanciful  captions  with  their  texts  suppressed.  As 
both  texts  and  themes  are  necessary  to  a  full  reference  in  both  of  these  indexes, 
the  compiler  has  hardly  felt  warranted,  excepting  in  rare  instances,  to  supply 
the  omission,  and  for  this  reason  many  works  of  real  value  have  necessarily 
been  left  out. 

But,  within  these  limits,  the  material  is  so  vast  and  superabundant  that  the 
compiler  has  found  difficulty  in  satisfying  even  himself  in  his  selections,  and 
he  can  hardly  hope  that  his  judgment  will  always  be  approved  by  all  who  may 
consult  these  indexes.  They  will,  sometimes,  doubtless,  look  in  vain  for  a 
notice  of  the  writings  of  some  author  to  which  they  are  particularly  partial — 
possibly  their  own  valuable  discourses ;  and  they  will  occasionally  find,  per- 
haps, the  names  of  those  they  do  not  especially  esteem.  But  the  compiler  will 
be  disappointed  if  this  manual  does  not  prove  to  be  what  he  has  honestly  en- 
deavored to  make  it,  a  valuable  assistance  to  the  great  majority  of  those  for 

whom  it  is  intended.    It  will  be  found  to  contain  some  twenty  thousand  cita- 
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tions  from  the  writings  of  a  thousand  representative  men  of  all  Christian 
denominations  of  the  past  and  present  day,  whose  works  are  now  in  circulation, 
and  to  emhrace  all  the  more  salient  texts  of  Scripture  in  the  whole  Bible,  and 
almost  every  imaginable  theme  in  all  its  various  aspects  and  varying  methods 
of  treatment  suggested  by  them.  A  list  of  texts  cited  from  the  Old  Testament 
by  writers  and  speakers  in  the  New  has  been  added  in  an  appendix  as  an 
appropriate  close  to  the  Textual  Index  of  the  First  Pa/rt. 

The  Second  Part,  containing  the  Topical  Index  with  its  appendices,  it  is 
hoped  will  be  found  equally  valuable  with  the  First.  It  presents  all  the  topics 
and  themes  of  the  Textual  Index  under  an  alphabetical  arrangement,  referring 
again  to  the  texts  and  authors  more  briefly,  making  them  complementary  to 
each  other,  and  gives  also  many  other  names  and  titles  of  books  without  texts, 
and  lists  of  classified  texts  without  names  of  authors — as  in  the  Appendix  m. — 
for  which  no  place  could  be  found  in  the  First  Part,  which  may  be  useful  for 
reference. 

It  is  hoped  this  hand-book  will  be  found  convenient  and  helpful  to  clergy- 
men and  other  Bible  scholars  in  a  variety  of  ways  :  by  serving  as  a  key  to  their 
own  several  libraries  as  well  as  to  the  larger  public  theological  libraries ;  by 
calling  their  attention  to  much  valuable  material  that  would  otherwise  escape 
their  notice  ;  by  suggesting  texts  and  themes  for  discourse ;  by  enabling  them  to 
find,  without  too  much  trouble,  what  others  have  thought  and  said  on  any  text 
or  topic  they  may  be  considering.  If  such  writings  are  of  any  value,  if  it  is 
worth  while  to  have  books  and  libraries  at  all,  it  is  important  that,  like  the 
tools  of  the  mechanic,  one  should  be  able  to  lay  his  hands  on  them  when  he 
wants  to  use  them.  The  themes  set  over  against  the  texts  in  the  Textual  Index 
are  often  no  mean  commentary  of  themselves,  and  it  is  always  a  profitable  study 
to  see  what  various  themes  different  writers  draw  out  of  the  same  text,  and  in 
what  a  variety  of  ways  they  discuss  the  same  tnith. 

It  has  been  no  part  of  the  compiler's  purpose  to  afford  "  aid  and  comfort " 
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to  pirates ;  and  if  it  should  be  thought  that  this  compilation  may  prove  too 
convenient  to  such  preachers  as  deal  in  the  ideas  of  other  men,  it  should  be 
remembered  that  it  will  prove  equally  convenient  for  those  who  would  detect 
their  plagiarisms. 

"Works  of  this  sort  are  very  liable  to  errors  of  the  pen  and  the  press ;  the 
compiler  hardly  dares  to  hope  that  this  volume  will  be  entirely  free  from  them ; 
but  great  pains  have  been  taken  to  have  his  references  correct.  He  has  verified 
them  as  far  as  practicable,  and,  in  so  doing,  has  corrected  numerous  errors  in 
the  volumes  to  which  he  refers.  Sometimes  the  text  and  the  theme  seem  to 
have  very  little  relation  to  each  other.  When  the  author  has  evidently  by  mis- 
take quoted  the  wrong  passage,  the  right  one  has  been  given,  but  it  should  be 
remarked  that  this  is  the  way  that  some  men  have  of  showing  their  genius — by 
traveling  outside  of  the  beaten  track,  looking  up  surprising  analogies,  and 
bringing  things  new  rather  than  old  out  of  the  treasury  of  God's  Word.  But 
in  no  ease  does  the  compiler  assume  the  responsibility  of  deciding  what  is  new 
but  not  true,  and  what  is  true  but  not  new,  in  this  compilation ;  every  one  must 
decide  for  himself. 

The  idea  of  publishing  a  book  of  references  to  other  men's  writings  is  not 
very  flattering  to  one's  pride  of  authorship.  It  certainly  would  have  cost  him 
less  labor  to  have  prepared  an  original  work  much  larger  than  this ;  but  he 
might  have  been  less  profitably  engaged.  The  door-opener  in  the  house  of  God 
need  not  despise  his  duty.  The  guide-hoard,  even,  may  fulfill  an  important 
office.  It  has  been  a  privilege  and  a  pleasure  to  him  to  have  his  labors  so 
directly  connected  with  the  Word  of  God.  It  has  given  him  higher  views  of 
the  richness  and  overflowing  fullness  of  the  Scriptures.  The  good  woman  who 
exclaimed,  "  The  Bible  is  a  wonderful  book  for  texts  !  "  discovered  a  fact  that 
has  continually  forced  itself  upon  the  mind  of  the  compiler  as  he  has  turned 
over  the  leaves  of  this  inexhaustible  treasury  of  Divine  knowledge  day  after 
day,  and  observed  how  great  the  variety  of  its  teachings,  and  how  wonderfully 
adapted  to  every  phase  of  human  want.    He  has  seemed  to  be  gathering  dia-

mouds  and  pearls,  not  where  they  were  few  and  far  between,  but  from  a  full 
mine  where  they  were  sparkling  and  shining  on  every  side ;  or,  to  use  a  Script- 
ure figure,  he  has  been  like  one  drawing  "  water  with  joy  from  the  wells  of 
salvation."  He  has  found  both  pleasure  and  spiritual  profit  in  his  labor ;  and 
now,  if  he  may  hope  that  it  will  be  of  service  to  others,  in  bringing  them  into 
a  more  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  Word  of  God,  or  in  any  way  aiding  his 
brethren  in  the  ministry  in  unfoldiug  its  precious  truths  to  their  people,  and  in 
more  successfully  discharging  the  duties  of  their  high  calling,  he  will  be  more 
than  satisfied.

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INTRODUCTION. 

By  Prof.  GEORGE  E.  DAT. 

The  manifest  value  of  this  extensive  and  in  some  of  its  features  entirely 
novel  Homiletical  Index,  for  bibliographical  purposes,  is  too  plain  to  need  illus- 
tration. As  a  combined  record  of  the  variety  of  subjects  treated  of  in  Christian 
pulpits  in  past  times  and  in  our  own  day,  and  of  the  doctrines  and  duties 
which  the  several  verses  of  the  books  of  the  Bible  have  been  thought  or  made 
to  teach,  we  have  nothing  in  the  English  language  to  compare  with  it.  It 
may  be  safely  trusted  to  win  its  own  way  and  to  hold  its  own  place,  with 
the  certainty  of  grateful  recognition  on  the  part  of  aU  who  know  the  value 
of  bibHographical  helps. 

To  those  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Christian  ministry,  the  special  service 
which  this  elaborate  index  will  be  able  to  render,  will  depend,  it  is  evident,  upon 
the  manner  in  which  it  is  used,  and  the  principles  adopted  and  conscientiously 
acted  on,  in  relation  to  the  published  sermons  of  others.  On  both  of  these 
points  the  following  observations  are  offered : 

The  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  or,  more  exactly,  the  Gospel  as  preached,  is 
the  message  itself  plus  the  preacher.  In  him  and  his  work,  if  he  is  worthy, 
a  real  addition  is  designed  to  be  made  to  the  power  of  the  glad  tidings.  He  is 
appointed  to  be  a  witness  for  the  truth,  as  one  renewed  by  it  himself ;  to  restate 
it  as  it  commends  itself  to  his  understanding,  now  enlightened  from  above ;  to 
connect  it  with  existing  phases  of  thought  and  feeling,  in  ways  best  fitted  to  win 
the  hearts  of  men ;  to  clothe  it  with  the  force  and  tenderness  of  sanctified 
emotion ;  and,  finally,  to  adorn  it  with  the  beauty  of  a  saintly  life,  in  the 
presence  of  which  the  consciences  of  men  shall  be  constrained  to  recognize  in 
him  the  undoubted  bearer  of  a  Divine  message.  This  work  of  the  preacher, 
ever  giving  freshness  to  the  Gospel,  is  the  standing  provision  made  by  oxir  Lord 
to  guard  against  an  enfeebling  and  fatal  monotony ;  and  so  it  comes  to  pass  that 
they  who  have  heard  the  glad  tidings  a  thousand  times  flock,  with  an  interest 
which  never  tires,  to  hear  the  Word  preached  by  those  who  verify  their  calling. 
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If  this  is  a  true  conception  of  the  rationale  of  preaching,  the  jpremrvation 
of  the  individuality  of  the  jp^ea^her,  within  certain  limits,  becomes  a  matter  of 
the  highest  importance.  These  limits  define  themselves  the  moment  we  distin- 
guish between  the  true  ideal  of  an  individual,  or  what  he  might  and  should  be 
in  virtue  of  his  mental  endowments,  combined  with  his  relations  and  circum- 
stances, on  the  one  hand,  and  the  impeifect  realization  of  all  this  in  his  actual 
character,  on  the  other.  It  is  in  the  first  of  these  senses  that  he  has  the  right 
to  be  and  is  bound  to  be  himself  and  no  one  else.  It  is  in  this  sense  that  he 
stands  alone  in  the  world,  with  a  make-up  of  qualities  which,  in  just  the  same 
proportion  and  shading,  no  one  else  ever  had  or  ever  will  have.  True  progress 
and  growth  depend  upon  a  man's  resolute  acceptance  of  this.  It  is  no  lack  of 
modesty,  but  may  be  a  striking  exhibition  of  it,  for  a  preacher  to  regard  himself 
as  designed  to  be  different  in  some  respects  from  any  who  have  preceded  him — 
stronger,  perhaps,  than  some  in  one  or  more  directions,  weaker  certainly  in 
many  others ;  but,  whether  sti'onger  or  weaker,  appointed  to  be  himself,  and 
as  himself  to  serve  the  Lord  in  the  ministry  of  His  "Word.  The  true  ideal  of 
himself  may  be  imperfectly  developed,  and  may  be  marred  with  defects  and 
faults.  These  it  is  his  business  to  correct,  but  yet  always  in  his  own.  line  of 
things,  and  not  in  that  of  another,  so  that  the  result,  steadily  aimed  at,  shall  be 
the  most  perfect  realization  possible  of  just  the  ideal  which  he  was  designed  to 
exhibit,  and  the  manifestation  to  the  world  of  just  the  preacher  which  he  was 
called  to  become.  Quite  possibly  this  may  in  some  cases  involve  the  existence 
of  noticeable  peculiarities,  or  even  eccentricities  ;  but,  if  these  are  the  honest 
outworking  of  himself,  and  are  not  put  on  at  the  bidding  of  vanity,  or  for  the 
sake  of  oddity,  they  will  do  no  harm,  and  may  even  add  to  his  power.  It  is 
only  when  he  mistakes  his  deficiencies  and  faults  for  excellences  that  the  result 
is  evil. 

What,  now,  is  the  bearing  of  this  upon  the  preacher's  study  of  the  sermons 
of  others  ?  First,  it  is  evident  that  none  of  these  productions,  however  excel- 
lent, are  or  can  be  simply  models  to  be  copied  or  reproduced  by  himself.  Each 
of  them,  in  conception,  in  arrangement,  and  in  a  style  or  mode  of  expression 
which  reveals  the  subtile  mental  associations  by  which  even  the  selection  and 
collocation  of  words  were  determined,  is  a  photograph  of  the  writer  or  speaker, 
and  of  no  one  else.  Chalmers  is  Chalmers  and  Bushnell  is  Bushnell  in  every 
thought  and  sentence  and  word.  To  attempt  to  change  ourselves  into  either 
of  them,  or  into  any  one  else,  is  only  to  put  on  a  mask.  Success  is  simply 
impossible.  What  is  strictly  personal  must  ever  remain  such.  We  might  as 
well  attempt  to  wear  the  countenance  of  another  as  to  borrow  the  peculiarities

of  his  mental  structure,  or  to  clotlie  our  conceptions  with  forms  of  thought  and 
expression  which  belong  properly  to  him.  The  preacher  who  will  be  true  to 
himseM  must  respect  the  individuality  of  others  and  respect  his  own.  He 
must  be  willing  to  say  that  for  him,  as  a  steward  of  the  mysteries  of  God, 
there  is  and  can  be  no  absolute  and  exact  model.  At  aU  hazards  he  must  be 
himself. 

There  is  another  aspect  of  the  case  which  confirms  this  view.  The  great 
preachers  of  the  past  had  before  them  their  own  age,  its  wants,  its  dangers,  its 
special  associations  of  thought  and  feeling.  The  great  preachers  of  our  time, 
also,  have  and  must  have  their  sermons,  if  they  are  to  be  effective,  moulded 
and  fashioned  with  distinct  reference  to  the  community  to  which  they  are 
addressed.  If  we  had  the  audiences  of  Chrysostom  or  Howe  or  Baxter  to 
preach  to,  many  things  might  be  properly  said  which  would  now  come  without 
force  or  perhaps  repel.  To  every  age,  and  even  to  every  community,  the 
Gospel  needs  to  be  preached  with  a  very  special  and  distinct  adaptation  to  its 
position  and  wants.  Here  is  the  place  for  the  individuality  of  the  preacher. 
As  rhetorical  or  homiletical  compositions,  the  discourses  of  Saurin  or  Mason 
may  occupy  an  incomparably  higher  place  than  any  which  he  can  hope  to 
prepare ;  but,  in  the  well-considered  application  of  the  doctrines  and  precepts  of 
the  Gospel  to  the  existing  state  of  his  congregation,  every  pastor  can  do  what 
none  else  can.  There  is  many  a  humble  parish  in  which  greater  and  better  ser- 
mons,/<?;'  that  parish,  are  preached  than  any  discourses  of  Massillon  or  Bossuet. 

Closely  connected  with  this  is  the  preservation  of  the  preacher's  produc- 
ti/oity.  It  is  only  thinking  that  produces  thought.  The  conceptions,  or  even 
the  facts,  which  come  into  a  man's  mind  only  by  communication  from  others, 
and  which  remain  there  merely  by  the  force  of  memory,  are  of  compara- 
tively slight  value.  Of  themselves  they  make  a  conglomerate,  and  nothing 
more.  It  is  not  till  the  mind  brings  them  into  combinations  of  its  own,  and 
sets  them  actively  to  work,  that  they  become  elements  of  power.  Even  the 
knowledge  given  by  revelation,  the  grand  germinant  truths  of  the  Bible,  are  no 
exception  to  this  law.  They  are  presented  to  the  soul  as  vital  forces,  to  be 
taken  up  into  its  processes  of  thought  and  feeling,  and  to  become  springs  of 
intellectual  and  spiritual  life.  Thus  used,  pondered  upon,  developed,  brought 
into  new  relations  and  applications,  made  factors  for  wider  generalizations,  they 
constantly  contribute  to  the  full  knowledge,  eirlr^vcocn^,  of  which  the  Apostle 
Paul  speaks  so  highly,  and  to  which  he  was  ever  seeking  to  elevate  the  early 
churches.  I^othing  to  the  preacher,  therefore,  can  supply  the  place  of  honest 
production.     The  loss  of  it  is  death.     If  he  sinks  into  a  mere  receiver  of  the 
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thoughts  of  others,  he  becomes  only  a  sponge,  and  no  sponge  ever  became  a 
sword  to  strike  or  a  lance  to  pierce. 

There  is  a  subtile  law  of  sympathetic  mental  action,  in  virtue  of  which  an 
orator  who  does  his  own  thinking  sets  his  hearers  to  think,  not  merely  because 
he  has  thoughts,  but  because  he  really  thinks  his  thoughts.  His  mental  activ- 
ity, as  such,  communicates  itself,  over  and  above  the  thoughts  he  gives  out. 
This  is  one  secret  of  the  greater  power  of  extemporaneous  over  written  dis- 
course, especially  in  the  case  of  uncultivated  audiences.  They  sympathize  with 
the  evident  struggle  of  the  speaker's  mind,  and  by  it  are  stirred  up  themselves 
to  increased  mental  activity. 

The  question  now  returns :  Granted  that  the  true  preacher  of  the  Gospel 
must  hold  fast  his  own  individuality  and  guard  his  own  productivity,  what  use 
can  he  make  of  the  sermons  of  others  ?  It  does  not  follow  that,  because  he 
cannot  consent  to  sink  and  be  lost  in  other  men,  he  cannot  learn  from  them  in 
various  and  important  ways.  Dr.  J.  "W".  Alexander  tells  of  a  "Western  painter 
who  refused  to  see  any  of  the  productions  of  Eaphael  or  Yan  Dyck,  lest  he 
should  spoil  his  native  manner,  and  then  sarcastically  adds :  "  He  has  certainly 
succeeded  in  avoiding  all  that  one  beholds  in  these  great  masters."  In  the 
highest  and  most  perfect  education  of  ourselves,  the  suggestive,  stimulating, 
and  corrective  influence  of  other  minds  is  constantly  needed ;  and  when,  in  the 
case  of  the  preacher,  this  influence  is  not  left  to  the  hap  of  the  moment,  but  is 
deliberately,  and  on  some  fixed  and  just  principles,  made  to  contribute  to  his 
own  growth,  the  result  is  of  the  highest  value.  The  simple  reading,  no  doubt, 
of  great  sermons  has  its  place.  It  quickens  the  mind,  suggests  new  thoughts, 
and  elevates  and  purifies  the  taste.  It  cultivates  a  homiletical  habit,  and  con- 
stantly tends  to  raise  our  ideal  of  excellence  in  pulpit  discourse.  It  is  said 
that  Lord  Chatham  read  some  of  Barrow's  sermons  twenty  times  for  their  vig- 
orous style.  Still,  the  highest  benefit  to  be  derived  from  the  homiletical  use  of 
the  sermons  of  others  comes  in  quite  another  way,  to  which  the  attention  of 
young  preachers  cannot  be  too  earnestly  called,  although  it  demands  the  exer- 
cise of  some  of  the  highest  intellectual  faculties. 

Briefly  described,  it  is  the  process  of  independent  discovery.  The  power 
which  the  preacher  needs,  most  of  all,  is  the  power  of  moving  men  to  holy  pur- 
pose and  endeavor  through  the  presentation  of  the  truth,  and  especially  Chi-is- 
tian  truth.  This  power  of  moving  men  all  great  preachers  have  possessed.  In 
certain  respects,  they  agree ;  in  others,  they  differ.  But  the  worth  of  the  dis- 
covery of  that  which  is  common  to  them  all,  and  of  what  is  peculiar  to  each, 
made  by  a  thorough  analysis  of  the  elements  which  coiitrihuted  to  the  grand  result, 
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cannot  well  be  overstated.  Such  an  analysis  gives,  as  nothing  else  can,  the 
secret  of  their  success.  If  made  by  himself,  it  enables  one  to  distinguish  be- 
tween what  is  essential  and  what  is  merely  accidental  or  personal.  It  saves  him 
from  a  blind  and  indiscriminating  imitation,  and  makes  prominent  and  clear  the 
methods  and  processes  by  which  the  maximum  of  his  own  power  may  be  at- 
tained. In  the  strength  of  this  knowledge,  he  may  fearlessly  go  forward  in  the 
line  of  his  own  individuality,  without  being  constantly  hampered  and  overawed 
by  arbitrary  rhetorical  rules.  He  cannot  fail,  also,  in  the  same  process,  to  find 
himself  often  sharply  rebuked  for  his  own  leanness,  or  awkwardness,  or  unskill- 
fulness,  and,  if  he  is  really  in  earnest,  to  be  stirred  up  to  more  strenuous  effort. 

It  is  sometimes  laid  down  as  a  canon  that  none  but  the  lest  sermons  should 
be  read.  This  rule  does  not  apply  to  the  analytical  examination  just  spoken  of. 
If  Matthew  Henry's  saying  is  true,  that  "  a  good  sermon  is  one  which  does  thee 
good,"  many  discourses  which  have  been  applauded  and  admired  must  be  pro- 
nounced to  be  fatally  defective.  They  neither  quicken  thought,  nor  beget  holy 
emotion,  nor  lead  to  stronger  purposes  of  obedience  to  God  and  beneficence  to 
man.  Why  is  it  that  they  fail  ?  Is  it  that  they  exhibit  no  evidence  of  any  dis- 
tinct practical  aim  ? — that  they  are  meagre  in  thought,  barren  in  illustration,  and 
deficient  in  logical  coherence  ? — that  what  is  presented  as  truth  is  so  little  bib- 
lical and  evangelical  that  the  quickening  Spirit  cannot  use  it  for  the  new  life  of 
the  soul  ? — that  they  have  no  adaptation  to  existing  wants  or  even  existing  cir- 
cumstances ? — that  they  make  no  rational  and  honest  appeal  to  the  constitutional 
susceptibilities  of  men  ? — that  they  lack  the  forms  of  expression  which  hold  the 
attention  and  convey  thought  with  clearness  and  force  ? — or,  most  decisive  of 
all,  that  they  manifest  no  resolute  earnestness,  no  genuine  wrestling  of  Christian 
love  in  winning  to  Christ  and  leading  to  a  better  life  ?  It  is  one  thing  to  feel 
and  know  that  a  sermon  is  poor,  and  quite  another  to  understand  in  which  of 
these  particulars,  or  others  which  might  be  named,  the  secret  of  its  weakness 
and  unprofitableness  lies.  Among  the  discourses  on  the  same  text  or  subject, 
which  will  be  repeatedly  found  referred  to  in  these  indexes,  whoever  succeeds 
in  discovering  why  one  of  them  does  him  no  good,  while  another  stirs  and 
strengthens  him,  will  have  gone  far  in  reaping  the  fruit  of  well-directed  homi- 
letical  study. 

This  volume  also  puts  it  into  the  power  of  the  young  preacher  to  make  a 
review  of  systematic  theology  under  its  practical  relations.  It  is  an  evil  inci- 
dental to  the  study  of  doctrinal  theology,  as  taught  in  the  schools,  that  the  stu- 
dent becomes  acquainted  with  it  under  modes  of  thought  and  expression  re- 
quired by  the  conditions  of  a  learned  investigation.     The  method  employed  is 
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necessarily  scholastic,  and  incapable,  m  thisf<yrm,  of  being  brought  with  much 
prospect  of  success  into  the  pulpit.  The  ill-advised  attempt  to  do  so  has  occa- 
sioned, without  doubt,  no  small  part  of  the  existing  prejudice  against  doctrinal 
preaching.  These  same  truths,  presented  by  a  skillful  orator  for  the  sake  of  a 
definite  practical  end,  assume  another  form  ;  and  a  better  review,  therefore,  of 
the  loci  conunmmes  of  theology,  from  the  Being  of  God  down  to  the  Last  Things, 
as  given  in  a  selection  of  the  ablest  discourses  on  these  topics,  by  different 
preachers,  it  would  be  difficult  to  make. 

Of  all  methods  of  deriving  help  from  the  sermons  of  others,  that  of  con- 
sulting them  while  preparing  to  speak  or  write  on  the  same  subject  ourselves 
is  least  of  all  to  be  recommended.  It  almost  inevitably  becomes  a  snare.  The 
difficulty  is  that  the  thoughts  are  given  in  a  'particular  hoviiletical  form,  all 
ready  for  use  at  the  moment.  The  same  thoughts,  met  with  at  another  time, 
and  brought  by  our  own  minds  into  other  connections,  might  be  legitimately 
made  a  part  of  our  mental  furniture ;  but  here  and  now  they  subject  us  to  great 
and  manifold  danger  of  losing  the  manly  individuality  which  the  Church  has  a 
right  to  expect  in  the  preacher  and  his  work.  If  consulted  at  all,  in  such  a 
connection,  it  can  only  be  safely  done  after  such  a  thorough  mastery  of  the 
subject,  both  as  to  matter  and  form,  that  the  preacher  can  approach  the  sermons 
of  others,  not  as  a  mendicant  who  needs  to  be  fed,  but  as  a  counselor  who 
comes  to  compare  and  consult. 

These  hints  might  be  greatly  enlarged,  but  enough  has  been  said  to  call  the 
attention  of  every  one  who  would  make  full  proof  of  his  ministiy  to  the  im- 
portance of  maintaining  a  rational  confidence  in  himself.  If  he  will  not  allow 
this  volume  to  be  degraded  to  the  level  of  the  so-called  "  Pulpit  Helps,"  but  will 
use  it  in  ways  consistent  with  his  own  independence  and  self-respect,  he  will  be 
sure  to  find  it  capable  of  being  made  of  great  and  manifold  profit.  The  prog- 
ress of  biblical  exegesis,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  add,  has  sho^-n  the  subjects 
of  some  of  the  sermons  referred  to  in  this  volume  to  have  no  legitimate  con- 
nection with  the  texts  on  which  they  are  founded,  and  even  in  some  cases  to  be 
an  entire  perversion  of  their  meaning.  The  progress  of  honiiletics,  in  the  direc- 
tion of  more  distinctively  biblical  preaching,  will  lie,  in  part,  in  making  the  par- 
ticular form  and  shade  of  thought,  in  the  connection  in  which  the  text  is  found, 
the  theme  of  discourse.  What  unfailing  variety  and  freshness  such  a  treatment 
of  the  Bible  is  capable  of  giving  to  the  preaching  of  the  "W"ord,  and  what  in- 
centives it  furnishes  to  the  thorough  study  of  the  original  Scriptures,  no  one  can 

fail  to  comprehend.

mTRODUCTOET  NOTE. 

There  are  many  valuable  works  of  a  general  character  upon  the  Scriptures  that  cannot  be 
noticed  in  this  index ;  nor  wUl  the  limits  to  which  it  is  restricted  admit  of  repeated  reference 
to  many  others  of  a  serial  character,  covering  considerable  portions  of  the  "Word  of  God,  and 
touching  upon  a  great  number  of  passages  in  their  course,  like  Kitto's  "  Daily  Bible  Illustra- 
tions," Jay's  "Morning  and  Evening  Exercises,"  the  Bible  readings  of  Chalmers,  Gumming, 
and  others.  To  quote  the  passages  commented  upon,  with  their  several  topics,  would  greatly 
increase  the  size  of  this  volume.  It  has  been  thought  suiBcient  to  refer  to  them  in  a  more 
summary  way.  Lectures  and  discourses  on  the  Decalogue^  the  Tabernacle^  the  Lordi's  Prayer, 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  the  Parables,  the  Miracles,  on  Abraham,  Joseph,  Moses,  Balaam, 
David,  Peter,  Paul,  etc.,  etc.,  will  be  found  noticed  in  the  Topical  Index  under  their  various 
appropriate  topics. 

When  a  text  embraces  many  verses  it  has  not  always  been  thought  important  to  quote  it 
in  full,  nor,  when  but  a  single  clause  is  employed,  to  quote  the  whole  verse.  Honorary  titles 
have  been  omitted,  and  even  Christian  names,  when  not  necessary  to  designate  the  author  re- 
ferred to.  Titles  of  well-known  books  of  well-known  men  have  been  abbreviated  as  much  as 
possible,  thus  :  "  The  Way  of  Salvation,"  by  Albert  Barnes — W.  of  Sal.,  Barnes ;  "  The  Gospel 
in  Ezekiel,"  by  Thomas  Guthrie,  D.  D. — G.  in  Ezk.,  Guthrie ;  "  A  Pastor's  Legacy,"  by  Erskine 
Mason,  D.  D. — Past.  Leg.,  E.  Mason ;  "  The  National  Preacher,  vol.  25  " — IST.  P.  25,  and  so  on. 

In  regard  to  volumes  of  discourses  that  have  no  other  distinguishing  title,  it  has  seemed 
sufficient  to  give  the  author's  name  only.  The  unwieldy  Roman  numerals,  which  are  such  a 
fruitful  source  of  error  and  confusion  in  all  Scriptural  references  when  they  are  used,  have 
been  entirely  discarded,  and  their  place  supplied  by  the  Arabic  figures ;  and  a  colon  indicates 
the  division  between  chapter  and  verse.

It  will  be  noticed  by  the  learned  scbolar  that  some  of  these  texts  appear  to  have  been 
taken,  by  those  who  used  them,  directly  from  the  Hebrew  Scriptures ;  others  from  the  Greek 
Septuagint,  with  which  they  more  nearly  agree ;  and  others  are  referred  to  in  a  general  way, 
without  any  attempt  to  quote  the  exact  language  of  either  version ;  and  others  still  appear  to 
have  been  "  accommodated "  to  the  writer's  purpose,  and  used  out  of  their  original  sense.

EXPLANATORY  NOTE. 

The  arrangement  of  the  following  themes  is  simply  alphabetic.  The  systematic  or  syn- 
thetic method  employed  in  many  of  the  treasuries  and  collections  of  texts  and  topics,  by 
which  they  are  in  the  first  instance  referred  to  certain  general  heads,  as  "  God,"  "  Christ," 
"Gospel,"  "Man,"  "Church,"  etc.,  and  then  divided  and  subdivided  again  and  again  with  a 
separate  alphabetic  arrangement  for  each,  is  often  more  confusing  than  no  arrangement  at  all. 
Perhaps  no  method,  with  such  a  variety  of  kindred  themes,  would  give  results  entirely  satis- 
factory. The  method  here  adopted  is  certainly  intelligible.  The  cardinal  word,  if  there 
be  one,  in  each  theme  is  placed  first,  with  as  little  change  in  the  structure  of  the  sentence  as 
possible ;  and  then  these  themes  are  made  to  follow  each  other  in  the  order  of  the  alphabet. 
If  there  be  several  words  of  equal  prominence,  the  theme  is  occasionally  repeated  under  each 
of  them,  as  in  the  concordance,  but  this  could  not  often  be  done  without  too  much  increasing 
the  size  of  the  volume.  If,  therefore,  the  reader  should  not  find  the  themes  he  desires  under 
one  word,  he  will  please  look  for  it  under  another.  Themes  that  are  too  prolix  have  some- 
times been  abbreviated.  In  nothing  do  writers  more  differ  than  in  the  number  of  words  they 
require  to  state  their  points.  When  several  discourses  (seriatim  or  otherwise)  by  the  same 
author  upon  a  particular  topic  are  cited,  they  are  often  classed  together,  and  the  subordinate 
alphabetical  arrangement  is  disregarded  as  not  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  retained  at  the 
expense  of  separating  them. 

The  references  to  texts  and  to  authors  a/re  given  much  more  briefly  in  this  than  in  the  Textual 
Index,  and,  if  any  one  desires  further  information  respecting  them,  he  may  find  it  there.  But, 
under  not  a  few  of  the  more  important  topics  in  this  part,  it  has  been  found  practicable  to  cite 
many  authors  whose  names  do  not  appear  in  the  other  part,  particularly  those  whose  writings 
are  topical  rather  than  textual,  and  authors  of  serial  discourses.  For  example,  a  writer  upon 
any  one  particular  miracle  or  parable  is  there  referred  to  in  the  text  under  the  passage  of 
which  he  treats ;  but  writers  who  have  handled  all  of  them  in  course  are,  to  save  the  too 
frequent  repetition  of  their  names,  referred  to,  once  for  all,  only  in  the  Topical  Index,  under 
the  head  "Miracles,"  or  "Parables,"  etc.,  as  the  case  may  be. 

A  large  classified  list  of  texts  on  certain  general  topics,  without  any  reference  to  authors 
who  have  discussed  them,  may  be  found  in  the  Appendix  Fo.  3.

Mankind,  as  endowed  with  a  twofold  nature,  are  represented  in  the  Scriptnres  as  acted 
upon  in  this  world  by  two  antagonistic  forces  or  influences,  the  one  tending  to  elevate,  purify, 
and  save,  and  the  other  to  degrade,  pollute,  and  destroy.

It  will  be  observed  that  tbe  foregoing  Index  of  Texts,  Themes,  and  Authors  is  strictly 
homiletical.  It  was  originally  proposed  to  give,  at  the  head  of  each  section,  a  somewhat  full, 
though  select,  descriptive  list  of  other  Biblical  works  upon  the  particular  portion  of  Scripture 
under  consideration,  and  to  preface  the  whole  with  a  list  of  works  in  general  upon  the  Bible. 
But,  in  order  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  present  volume  to  its  smallest  practicable  dimensions, 
this  purpose  was  abandoned  after  much  of  the  material  had  been  collected  and  arranged ;  and 
the  notices  of  works  other  than  those  devoted  to  brief  texts  and  themes  founded  thereon  were 
suppressed. 

Many  of  these  works  of  a  topical  character  will  be  found  referred  to  {in  loco)  in  the  Topical 
Index.  A  condensed  and  greatly  abbreviated  list  of  other  general  works,  for  which  no  room 
could  be  afforded  in  the  Textual  Index,  is  herewith  appended,  for  the  convenience  of  those 
who  may  desire  to  consult  it.
